CLUB HISTORY 


In 1957 employees of the large Dutch construction company 
Werkspoor who were building the Gas and Fuel Plant in Morwell 
formed an U/12 junior team. In recognition of the sponsorship they 
received from the company their employees called the club 
‘“‘Werkspoor junior soccer club” and became the first soccer club to 
play at Maryvale reserve. Fittingly it was an U/15’s junior side 
who in 1958 won the clubs first trophy. The number of junior sides 
increased and in 1959 the club entered a reserve side in the Latrobe 
Valley (LV) provisional league and won that leagues champion- 
ship. At the end of 1959 Werkspoor leave the area and the club 
secures financial assistance with sponsorship from the Dutch social 
club. 

In 1960 it was decided that the club should become autono- 
mous and through that process the name Fortuna was born and 
their application to join the LV Soccer League First Division was 
accepted. Many of the 1959 Werkspoor players went on to play in 
Fortuna’s inaugural teams in 1960.

New change rooms were built in 1985 in partnership 
with the Morwell Shire and the Morwell Rugby Union Club. 
Throughout the years the incumbent committees and mem- 
bers worked tirelessly toward one day having new club 
rooms. This was achieved on the 28/8/92 with the official 
opening by the then Mayor of Morwell councilor John Guy. 

With new clubrooms and a growing following the 
club went on to win the Seniors League Title for the second 
time in 1997. The clubs facilities continued to improve with 
the addition of new light towers and ground sprinklers. 

With these improvements the club went on to win the 
title again in 2000 which was to be the start of a remarkable 
era at the club. A few close title challenges over the follow- 
ing years led to the club equaling the league record of four 
successive senior titles from 2003 to 2006. 

With the change rooms nearing 20 years of age the 
club worked closely with the Latrobe City council and se- 
cured financial assistance for renovations. This project was 
completed in early 2010 and provides us today with a great 
facility for the future, also enabling the club to enter its first 
Women's team in 2010. The club also opened the new Denis 
McAuley Stand which now provides a great viewing area for 
all our supporters.
